Pitt comes in third 
with 8,814, being tive more bales than 
Craven made, which stands fourth 
rate. There are 20 counties in North 
Carolina that raised no cotton at all 
in 1872, viz.: Alleghany, Ashe, Cald- 
well, Clay, Dare, Forsythe, Hay wood, 
Jackson, Macon, Madison, McDow- 
ell, Mitehell, ‘Person, Randolph, 
Rockingham, Stokes, Surry, Transyl- 
vania, Watauga and Yancey. Cas- 
well takes the lead as a tobacco coun- 
ty, producing in 1872, 2,262,053 Ibs. 
Granville follows close upon Caswell 
with 2,134,228 pounds. Kockinzham 
is third on the list at 1,441,971 pounds 
being just ahead of Person which foots 
u 1,237,150 pounds. . Stokes and 
Warren are the next largest, the for- 
mer raising $44,145 pounds and the 
latter 751,045, Warren though is divi- 
ded between cotton end tobacco, 
showing a product of 1,818 bales of 
cotton to none for Stokes, 

Chatam has the largest yield of 
wheat, showimeg a product of 156,753 
bushels to Davidson's 152,726. Ran- 
dolph raised 134,727 bushels; Guil- 
ford 132,785; Rowan 126,753 and 
Gran ville 110,209, Onslow, New Han- 
over and Dare the only three coun- 
ties that produced no wheat at all. 

Lenoir produced 500,000 bushels of 
corn and stands at the head of the 
list. Pitt is second with a product of 
448 662 bushels. 

Guilford is the champion oat coun- 
ty, having produced in 1872, 169,847 
bushels. Chatham and Davidson fol- 
low in regular order after Guilford 

Davidson produced 6,904, tons of 
hay, Guilford 5,761, Randolph 4,546, 
and Alleghany 3,078. 

Wake is ahead on the productions 
of swine, having raised 23,467, head, 
leading Randolph by 81. Duplin had 
20,767 and Johnson 20,530.

In the county of Wake, we 
know that the trial ot litigated civil 
action isa matter of infrequent oc- 
currence even With four terms of the 
Court every year, and it amounts 
very nearly to an absolute denial of 
justice to parties who have suits in

letter suggests. ‘‘ Special Courts ’’ as 
at present capable of institution will 
relieve the Superior Courts of but a 
fragment of their criminal business 
and consequently mend the matter 
but little. What we need in, these 
larger counties is the power in the 
General Assembly to establish Spe- 
cial Courts’? of sole and exclusive 
criminal jurisdiction whereby the 
time of the Superior Courts can be 
devoted solely to the trial of civil 
eases. Such power can only be ob- 
tained by an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of the State, and we call the 
attention of the law-makers of the 
State to the admitted grievance, and 
to what, in our opinion, is the most 
efficacious and simple remedy. It is 
a matter into which polities does not 
enter, and it seems to us that an 
amendment to the Constitution, em- 
powering the General Assembly to 
establish such Courts as we have sug- 
gested, will be adopted by two sue- 
cessive Legislatures and be ratified 
by the people memine contradicente,

The Late General W. J. Hardie. 
The telegraph has already an- 
nounced the death on Thursday of 
Gen. W. J. HARDIE, at Wytheville, 
Va. General HARDIE was a Brevet 
Lieut. Colonel in the U. S. Army at 
the opening of the war between the 
States, was on duty at West Point at 
the time, when ke resigned and of- 
fered his services to the Confederate 
Government. The headquarters of 
the Confederacy was at the time at 
Montgomery, Alabama, and Gene- 
ral HARDIE Was assigned to duty as 
commander of the defences at 
Pensacola. Early in the fall of 
Is6l, he was promoted to Brigadier 
General and given command of the 
forces North of the Arkansas river, 
in Which capacity his military genius 
was exhibited as the organizer of that 
portion of the Confederate army, 
which in after years did such valua- 
ble service in the army of the 
West. In the general  opera- 
tions and retreat of the army, 
then under command of the 
lamented SIDNEY JOHNSTON, to Shi- 
loh, and in the battle of Shiloh, he 
particularly distinguished himself, 
being at that time Major General. 

At the re-organization of the Army 
of the West at Tupelo, Miss., in 1862, 
he was made Corps Commander, and 
attended Gen. BRAGG in the memo- 
rable march through Tennessee and 
Kentuck;,, taking a conspicuous part 
in the battles of Munfordsville and 
Perryville. He was also conspicuous 
on the battle-fields of Murfreesboro 
and Missionary Ridge, ever display- 
ing that high courage and rare mili- 
tary genius which ranked him among 
the first military chieftains of the 
Lost Cause. At Missionary Ridge it 
was his old Brigade, then under com- 
mand of the daring CLEBURNE, of 
Arkansas, that turned the tide and 
saved the Confederate army by 
their memorable achievement in 
Ringgold Gap, in holding the Fed- 
eral forces in check whilst the Con 
federate army was retreating to its 
impregnable position on Dalton 
Heights. 

In the organization of the army at 
Dalton under Gen. Jos. JOHNSTON 
he occupied the left wing of the army, 
and to his skill and ability was due 
much of the reputation won by the 
Chieftain JOHNSTON in the operations 
of the army from Dalton to Atlanta. 
On the retirement of Gen. JOHNSTON 
from. the command of the army at 
Atlanta, the command devolved upon 
Gen. HARDIE by virtue of seniority, 
but he declined the position, not de- 
siring to assume its responsibility, 
and the command devolved upon 
Gen. Hoop. He remained with 
Hoop during the siege of Atlanta, 
and commanded the army in the 
heavy engagement of the 22d of July, 
1864, in which the Federal General 
McPHERSONS was killed, being one 
of the most brilliant victories of the 
war, Which subsequent events, how- 
ever, proved fruitless. His last battle 
under Hoop was at Jonesboro, where 
he held SHERMAN’S army at bay, 
allowing Hoop to effect his retreat 
from Atlanta. 

After this he was transferred to the 
defence of Savannah, and his last 
fight was on the battle-field of Ben- 
tonville, in this State, just before 
JOHNSTON’S surrender. And thus 
endéd his military life, which was 
characterized by that high bearing 


and rare genius that made him stand

The Assassin -at: Work in 
Va.—A, Well Known Ge 
ac to seces 

A serious difficulty occurred in Nor- 
folk, Va.,on fuesday night, which 
may result in the death of Mr. Robert 
O. apes, merchant and well known 
gen 


eman of thatcity. The Virginian | 


of Thursday gives the 
ticulars of the affair: 
‘*The ae to the affair were Mr, 
Robert O. Epes, a well known gen- 
tlemen of this city, and a man by the 
name of Joseph. . es, who, for 
some unknown cause, took upon him- 
self the role of the assassin, and deli- 
berately and fiendishly attempted to 
take the life of his victim. th of 
the parties, as we learn, were in the 
procession which went around, on 
luesday evening to serenade the dif- 
ferent candidates elect. Near the 
residence of Major W. E. Foster, on 
Bermuda street, Mr. Epes received 
the first intimation that Barnes in- 
tended to harm him. This occurred 
between 9 and 10 o’clock. . About an 
hour later the parties had some words 
at the residence of a gentleman in the 


following par- 


‘West End, but no blows were passed. 


Again, a short time afterwards, on 
Freemason street, near the residence 
of Major C. B. Duffield, the difficulty 
was renewed. Barnes 
very offensive language which he had 
ing, when Mr. E s | n in 
the face. drew 
a butcher or sailor’s sheath-knife. 
which he had concealed upon his 
person, and stabbed Mr. Epes twice, 
once in the left side, under the arm, 
and once in the abdomen, both very 
deep and dangerous wounds. As soon 
as the stabbing was inflicted, Barnes 
threw tne knife into the yard of Ma- 
= Duffield, and drew a shoemaker’s 

ammer, which he also had conceal- 
ed. This was wrenched from him, 
when he made his escape. Mr. Epes 
was attended within a few minutes 
by Dr. Nash, who lived in the vicini- 
ty of the affray, after which he was 
— upon a shutter and carried to 
1is room in the Atlantic Hotel, weere 


-his wounds were dressed by Drs. 


Nash, Galtand Harris. 

‘Two or three hours after the cut- 
ting, Barnes was arrestedin a house 
on Cove street, on a warrant issued 
by Justice John A. Rosson. 

‘“‘Yesterday morning he was partial- 
ly examined before His Honor Mayor 
Ludlow, when several witnesses were 
heard. Their evidence all showed 
plainly that Barnes was the guilty 
party, but was very meagre, by far the 
most important witnesses not having 
yet been called, and the substance is 

iven in the narrative above. The 
Mayor, after hearing it, committed 
Barnes to jail to await the result of 
Mr. Epes’ wounds, refusing bail, as 
he was in duty bound to do. 

“Of this affair, we have no hesita- 
tion in saying that it was a_ brutal 
cowardly, maliciously premeditated 
attack of an armed ruffian upon an 
unarmed man. It is susceptible of 
proof that Barnes upon several occa- 
sions during the day threatened to cut 
Mr. Epes to pieces that night, and his 
arin ing himself with were andunu- 
sual weapons was a proof that he in- 
tended the bloody work which he af- 
terwards earried out. Of his past life 
we prefer not to speak, his present 
atrocious attempt at assassination 
being the crime for which he must be 
tried and punished. 

‘*We are much pleased to state that 
Mr. Epes’ condition last night was 
considered more favorable, and at a 
late hour he was resting quietly. His 
physiciansexpress a good deal of hope 
for his recovery.”’
